FACING DEFICITS 


The deficits the national treasury will face this year and next nave 
rained a doubt in the treasury departm ent as to “whether we have yet 
dei eloped a sufficiently well-balanced system to provide the revenues 
or. which the government must be able to count from year to year 
Obviously we have not developed a system of taxation that permits the 
lecirra! government to balance its budget in lean years as well as tat. 
Secretary Mellon discovers the chief weakness of our revenue sys­ 
tem in the fact th a t two-thirds of the federal revenue is derived from 
income tax, which is particularly sensitive to business conditions. Tne 
individual income tax receipts are made all the more variable by the 
feet that ninety-seven per cent of them arr collected from some 380.- 
000 persons in a population of 123.COO.OOO.
